application are claims 1 to 17 and 22 to 24, it should be noted 
that the claims in the application are claims 24 to 41 since claims 
27 to 41 were presented in the preliminary amendment of December 
13, 2000. In the event that the same has been misplaced by the 
Patent Office, a copy of the said amendment is enclosed herewith as 
well as a copy of the return receipt card showing that the 
amendment was filed December 14, 2000. 

It is noted that the Examiner indicated that original claims 
3, 6, 8 to 11, 13 to 17 and 22 to 24 were drawn to allowable 
subject matter. Therefore, it is deemed that claims 22 to 24 are 
allowed and it is believed that the present claims 27 to 41 are 
also allowable. 

The Examiner rejected claims 1, 2, 4, 5 and 12 as being 
obvious over the prior art . Claims 1 and 5 are deemed to be 
anticipated by the Japanese reference and claims 2, 4 and 12 were 
deemed to be obvious thereover. 

Applicants respectfully traverse these grounds of rejection 
since the amended claims are not deemed to be anticipated or 
obvious from the Japanese reference. The Japanese reference 
teaches compositions comprising seawater, adequate amounts of 
water, saccharides, fruit juice proteins and amino acid, vitamins, 
vegetable extracts, carbonic acid, a flavoring agent, a sweetener, 
lactic acid and lactic acid bacteria, honey, nicotinic acid, sodium 
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glutamate, a sour agent, a thickener, a colorant, a stabilizer and 
amounts of emulsifying agent, fiber fats, ash, arginine, caffeine, 
preservative and caramel which are intended for elementary use. 

In contrast thereto, Applicants' compositions are drawn to a 
pharmaceutical hygienic and/or cosmetic composition containing as 
active ingredients a combination of seawater and a basic amino acid 
in its natural form or its salt or ester form or a plant or animal 
extract form or phytoplankton extract form which are used to treat 
local, allergic or inflammatory symptoms. Therefore, the Japanese 
reference does not render obvious the present invention or 
anticipate the present invention. Withdrawal of this ground of 
rejection is requested. 

In view of the amendments to the claims and the above remarks, 
it is believed that the claims clearly point out Applicants' 
patentable contribution and favorable reconsideration of the 
application is requested.

33. A composition of claim 27 wherein the sea water is 
filtered and is sterilized. 

34. A composition of claim 33 wherein the sea water is made 
isotonic . 

35. A composition of claim 27 containing 60 to 95% by weight 
of sea water. 

36. A composition of claim 27 containing 0.0005 to 2%by 
weight of a basic amino acid. 

37. A composition of claim 27 also containing a member 
selected from the group consisting of anti-bacterial agent, anti- 
parasitic agent, anti-fungal agent, anti-prurigenic agent, anti- 
free radical, an anaesthetic agent, anti-viral agent, ant i -dandruff 
agent, anti-acne agent, anti-seborrheic agent, hydrocolloids and 
vitamins.
